St. Petkusiu r(J^ May 2lt. — The 
police have been informed of the 
existence of a plot to iVighten the 
horse of the Csar at some fiiTorable 
opportunity during? the procession at 
jMoscow on his coronation, and in the 
conl'u>ion which would follow 
to kill the I'iinpcror. An officer 
of the Krivaii refitment who 
WU recently arrested on suspicion 
of being engaged in the revolutionary 
movement was subjected to a severe 
examination, durinij which be men- 
tioned the names of several olTicers of 
the Guards who, he declared, bi'lon^'ed 
to a revidutioiiary club. He 8tat(Ml 
however, that the club pursued speeiul 
objects and had no connection with the 
terrorists. The Csar, on learning of 
this confession, decided to jxistpone the 
date of his coronation, but was dis- 
suaded from 80 doinjij. A number of 
oflScers of the Guards havo been ar- 
retted in ooQie<itteuoe of the prisoner's 
diMlorarei.

nlonj: the conr^^e of tlie l yclune is piti- 
ful and heartrending in the extreme. 
It was not generally known until this 
moriiip/? that Ilauino bad suffered a 
calamity without a parallel in its his- 
tory. Nearly the entire population 
of the entire north and west side of the 
river visited diiriiiL' Sitnr.Liy and 
night the ruins, where the scene among 
tbe doad, wounded and -tlying was one 
painful beyond description. In many 
instances survivin.? relatives had lost 

all semblance of reason. Physicians 
were not ntinierous enonsh to jrive 
prompt a'-sistance, and numerous 
iileedinc victims were rolled up in 
blankets while anxious relatives ran 
in every direction to- secwre medioal 
aid. 

There seems to be a disacrreement as 
to the nundier of killed, which has 
been varioii>ly trivcn from ten to thirty. 
Mayor Fish says thirteen. The fol- 
lowing known to be dead are rejiortcd: 
Willie and Jam<>s Kastanak, infant 
child of James Keisner, Paul Kuhi, 
Barney Willintr's dnuirhter, Mrs. N. 
.Jackson (fat dly itijured) and two frirls 
uiiktiiiwii. Three or four i>ersons are 
mi'^>ini:. and it is a>serteil sduie were 
bbiwn into the hike, where the cyclone 
ended, and, of course, snob will not be 
found till they rise to the surface of 
thf water.

A little ((irl of Ave months was dis- 
covered this mominf tn a yard near by 
with both legs broken, diMul. A boy 
eicbt years of age was also found alive, 
but badly bruised. Jos. Keipel, living 
in a house on the lake shore, saw the 
cyclone comimr. and started for the 
house of Mr. Hilker to get into the cel- 
lar, his wife and child being with him. 
When about half way across the lots 
^e storm caught them, and Mrs. Kei- 
pel fell and lost her hold on the child, 
which was carried rapidly toward the 
lake. A large Newfoundland dog of 
Mr. Ililker ran and caught the child 
and held it until the danger was over, 
thus saving it from being carried into 
the lake. Mr. Keipel grasped his wife 
and saved her. " 

One hundred buildincs of various 
kinds were destroyed, fences demol- 
ished, orcdiards npronted, and a num- 
ber of horses and cattle killeil. Any 
estimate of the total loss must be taken 
with oonsiderable allowance, but it js 
probable that 175,000 or tlOO,000 will 
not cover it, and the insurance must 
be a very meager percentage of this 
amount. 

Among the peculiareueidents told of 
the cyclone is one to the effect that the 
house of Matt Lavin and wife, an aged 
couple residing on the lake shore, was 
picked up and hurled into the lake, 
leaving tnem sitting at a table on the 
floor in the room uninjured. Three 
miles from there, and out of the track 
of the storm, a l>arn was taken up, and 
three cows left standing uninjured on 
the floor. 

When the vtorm itnioli the lake the 



water was thrown fn the air to the 
height of seventy-five feet. A house 
nVi llii-di street befurc the Stontt is 
missing, and can t be found. 

Another storm is reported to have 
Struck just east of .Jacksonville, and 
pttntiea« northeasterly course, twenty- 
two miles west of Springfield. It is 
said the little hamlet of Leitenburg 
\v:is destroyed, and eight person.s were 
killed and injured, I'uil particulars 
are not dbtainaldc. 

W.\suiNOTO.v, Ind., May 20.— A 
terrible storm struck this eity last 
evening, uprooting shade-trees and 
unroofing many buildings. The 
Mountain railroad was blotvn to 
pieces by a tornado about five n dock 
last evening. Every house in the 
town is said to have b -en de- 
molished, but no lives lost. No par- 
ticulars. It is also reported in the 
same special that a tornado struck 
Champaign. Illinois, yesterday nfter- 
nooii, and bh'w down several buildincrs, 
Mrs. (lariierwas kiHed and lier hus- 
band suftpfi^cd to have been thrown 
into the ravine; and killed and the body 
washed into the river.

Snyder was found frothing 
ai the month, almost in conv;ilsion'> 
and bet r i\ i iiL' all the -ymptoins of hav- 
ing been poisoned. The sufferer w.is at 
once conveyed to Camp Thomas and a 
ph^'sieian summoned, who pronounced 
the csHc one of arsenical poisoning. Mrs. 
Vail and her accomplice were at once 
ar!v<tf'd and lodged in jail. When ac- 
CO- d (d'tlie crime .«.lie went iut(» hys- 
tt-rics and tried to throw herself upon 
and ki'-s Snyder. It is suppo> 'd the 
|i(i'-ou had hcon administered in s<nall 
doses since about the 1st of February. 
After starting on the trip to the 
^ l iiisrs. which was made in awntron. 
bi.« only emnpanions being Mrs. ^^M! 
uiul her accomplice, Snyder began to 
cvi\v rapitllv worse, the poison beini/ 
adutiuistered in heroic duses. Tl.ie cuac 
will be thoroughly investigated.

CiiU AOO, May 2«».— Quite a dis- 
tinguished party pussed through Chi- 
cago Saturday on their way to Mani- 
toba for a trip over the Canadian 
Pacific railroad. It consisted of Lord 
Dunmore, of Scotland; Captain C. F. 
Talbot, of London, first cousin of 
the Karl of Shrewsbury; the Hon. 
A. W. Ogelvie, of Montreal, a mem- 
ber of the Doniiniorj Parliament; Mr. 
IJradburst, .Sceiitary to Lord Dun- 
more; and Mr. W. C. Van Horne, 
(iencral Manager of the Canadian 
Pacific railroad. The party will make 
an extended tour over the line of the 
road to its present terminus, and will 
return home by way of Ohieago. 

Lord Dunmore is a man of forty odd 
years of age, and has been a I'eer for 
thirty-eight of them, lie is a great- 
grandson of the Lord Dunmore who 
was Colonial Governor of Virginia at 
the commencement of the Revolution, 
and he has in his possession a mass of 
correspondence between his ancestor 
and General Washington. lie is a 
large, fine looking man, with tiio open, 
easy manner common to all men who 
have knocked about the world a great 
deal. His estates are mainly in Inver- 
nesshire, of which county he is the 
Lord Lieutenant, and he was a member 
of the Ia>t Conservative < lovertnnent 
under l)i>racli. Ilis family iinmo is 
Murray, and his cousin, the J>uke of 
Atbol, is the head of the clan. He says 
he speaks (faelio fluenUjf.

TYNAN TURNS UP.

New Vouk, May 20.— Shortly after 
the arrest in Dublin of the men charged 
with the assassination of Lord Caven- 
di.-^h and Secretary Burke in Phccnix 
Park, the English newspapers an- 
nounced with a flourish of trumpets 
that the fuinous — or notorious, as the 
case may be—" Number One " of the 
Irish Invindbles was Patrick Joseph 
Percy Tynan, and that he was then 
hiding tind skulking in F^ngland. A 
few days later they announced tli.at 1)e 
ha<l put liiiii^elf in communication with 
the authorities, with a view to turn- 
ing informer on his dupes. Then it 
was reported that he was in France; 
and again rumor had it that two de- 
tectives had^ discovered that he had 
gone to 5Iexico, and that they were to 
start after him. 

The truth of the matter is that 
Tynati, aided by the fulclity and tact 
of his wife, eluded the vigilance of 
the Knglish detectives and anthori- 
tiee, and came to this country, where 
he has been living ever since under 
his own name; an<,l, thoudi he b;i- 
not obtruded hiiifself upon ]iublic no- 
ti(;e, be has neit her hidden norskulked. 
His whereabouts have been known to 
quite a number of people ■ and if the 
English Government has been as anx- 
ious as it professed to be for his appre- 
hen.sion the wonder is that none 
of its detectives have been able to find 
him. 

Saturday, through his counsel, Gen- 
eral liojier A. Pryor, Tynan took a 
step which may prove a momentous 
one, not only to himself, but may in- 
volve ccmiplications between the 
United States and Great Britain now 
undreamed of. l-'ridav ni.dit he bad 
a consultation with bis counsel, iu 
which he announced that he was 
tired of living under the imputation 
of biding or skulking, and he re- 
quested General Pryor to announce 
to the attorney for the Knglish Gov- 
ernment hiTc th.it he was willing to 
answer any eh. HL'e th it might be pre- 
ferred against him before the authori- 
ties uf the Cnitcd States. The Gen- 
eral, unwilling to e.KiK>.se him to the 
hazard involved in such a communica- 
tion to the British Government, after 
writing the desired letter, hesitated 
and (b layed sendinif it until he had 
again coii-iultt'd his client, who 
answered that if the only objection 
to the eonnnunication was the peril to 
himself, to send it at once. As this 
was the only objection the letter was 
(hdivered, and the Briti>h (loverii- 
ment was thus jil.ieed in antlioritati ve 
information oCnis wli'Meabouts. 

If the MiiKlish Government accepts 
bis challenge, he will be taken b<>fore 
United States Commissioner Osborne, 
a gentleman who is said to have strong 
AiiL'liean leanins:. Tlie Knglish Gov- 
ernment < lainis that 'l">iiaii was pres- 
ent in I'inciiix l':irk wlien the a->as>i- 
nation of { 'aveioli-^h and Burke took 
place, and that they were personally di- 
rected by him. Of course their only 
authority is that of informd- 
ers, and it will be intcres'ing. slrmbl 
his extraditiiui be tleniand'-d. to know 
just how much weitdit vu. li testimony 
will h.ive in a rniied States ( 'oiirt. 
Kveti if ( Jsboriu' '^bonld dei'iile to yield 
Tynan up, the President can interfere, 
and jnst what he would do should such 
an emergency arise, it would be hard 
to determine.

was made last fall for an exceedingly 
.arge out of timber, and,, taking one 

part of Wisconsin and Minnesota witli 
mother, the e.\peetation has been ful- 
filled, 'i'he manufacture of pine 
lumber has been developing during 
the last three or _ four years 
beyond all comprehension, until a 
3ut has been reached in the 
States of JMiniiesota and '^'ia- 
sonsin, and some adjoining territory on 
the north boundary of the latter State, 
which in round numbers exceeds 
1,000,000,000 feet, and 1,250 square 
miles of ground, a strip a mile wide 
and 1,2S0 miles long, has been strijmed 
of timber to satisfy the demand. The 
cut on the L'i)per Mississippi and the 
Hum figure represents a graml total 
of 471,7 lG,H20feet: St. Paul k J)uluth 
railroad, IW.lCOiKH); Ashland and Bay- 
field, 03,051,000; Duluth DistrioW 
grand total, 297,8&5,9g6; tiie 
St. Croix, a 10 per cent, in- 
crease or a total of 300,208,964; 
the Black river, slightly larger cut 
than the preceding winter, the total 
being 228,100,000 ; the Wisconsin wa- 
tfiri. and . iEilia^%_iBSla^ing 



Vellow riviT Iiave developed ttarvcl- 
ously, and show a cut of 441,100,(K)0 
feet. There was no material inereMse 
iu the cut of timber on anv of the 
streams flowing into Lake Michigan on 
the west— the Wolf, the Oconto, the 
Pe.sbtigo, and the Menominee — save on 
the latter Stream, where the cut in- 
creased from 323,fMKl,0(lO a year ago to 
1l'2.'MH», (HM) on the .Nlenomince proper 
during the last winter. Kven a large 
ratio of increase il reported on some 
of the contiguous streams which flow 
into Lake Michigan from the northern 
peninsula, and whi( h have not been 
made a part of thi.s. e.vhibit.

lielp of the people of Ireland and the 
lri.>^h race in ofiering Parnell an ade- 
ipiate recognition of his labors and 
services for the Irish cause." 

The deciaration is siu'ned, among 
others, liy Members of Parliament 
<iray, Sullivan, Salor, Corbett, Sexton 
and Harrington, and Lord Uajror 
Dawson.

The prisoner shook hands 
with the Jury all round, and then an 
order was entered discharging the 
]>risoner. There was no demonstra- 
tion, for not a seore of people were 
in the room. Dunn was then hur- 
r'cd back to the jail and liberated. 
Iteleased from th.it institution he 
iuiuped in a back and ilmve rapidly 
down town, and as he itas.Hcd the street 
gtmins cheered him. ^yithin fifteen 
minutes after the rendering of the ver- 
dict, all the gamblers, sahMui- keepers 
a'ld sports were in a feiiu 'iit. l)uiiti 
w.'is dined and wined, and made much 
of by his large company of frienda.

Nkw Yohk, May 20. -.Mcxander 
Jefferson, the negro murderer under 
sentence of death <n Raymond *IStreet 
Jail, Brooklyn, thinks it is fortnnute 
that two persons only were killed by 
hira. You see," he said yesterday, " I 
ha(l, a pocket flask which held 
about half a pint of liquor, and I 
would have it filled at a bar, and then 
go outside and drink it all at a gulp.

Then on 
the charcoal four inches of clear, sharp 
sand. Fill up the barrel with WttSr, and 
draw from the bottom.

Paris. May20.— Tlioro has just died 
nt ('hnr' iiton, near tbis city, a man wbo 
bas bad a very curiou.s history. Tbirty 
years ago this person, whose name was 
Rovtsot, was condemned to death- at 
Peine Assjjios for tbe murder of an old 
gentleman, M. Demoury. The case had 
•soited eonsidenble interest, and the 
eonrt was crowded with spectators. 
Among tbe persons standing immedi- 
ately behind Roussot, who was 
flanked by a pair of gendarmes, 
waa OM Planchai« u em- 
ploye of the Presse new8< 
paper, wbo had somehow contrived to 

wriggle himself into tbat position with- 
out attracting notice, scarcely bad 
the sentence been pronounced when 
Planchat,moved, as ne afterward ex- 
plained, by an uncontrollalde impulse, 
passed the side of bis hand over tbe 
prisoner's neck in imitation of the keen 
blade of the guillotine, at the same 
time emitting a whirring sound. Rous- 
sot instantly fell fnrward witb a sbriek 
of terror, and tbe bystanders, indig- 
nant at this heartless and shocking 
aet, rusbed u])on IMuncdiat and roundly 
abused him. IManebat was subse- 
riuently condemned to two vears' 
imprisonment. As for his victim, 
he never recovered from'the shook, re- 
maining insane until tbe day of bis 
death. Ho was pardoned by tbe Em- 
peror and confined, first at Bicetre, 

Sad afterward at Charenton, where 
e has just, expired. The unfor- 
tunate man was under tbe impression 
that he had been actually beheaded 
in the PalaWfleAjnstice, and when re- 
latine tbe story was in tbe baldt of 
imitating the sound tl^at haunted Lim 
Ibr thir^ ynn.
